“Whatever the legislature's motive,”’ 
says the chief justice, “ihe fact is that it 
has passed an act which does not de- 
clare ticket brokerage unlawful, for it 
allows any person who may be fortunate 
enough to secure an appointment as 
agent for a transportation company to 
engage in ticke: brokerage; but the act 
does declare that If any person, other 
than the agent of a transportation com- 
pany, undertakes to engage in the pas- 
senger ticket brokerage business he shall 
be guilty of felony; in other words, tha’ 
it is unlawful for all citizens of this state 
to engage in the buying and selling of 
passage tickets unless empowered to do 
so by the written appointment of a ‘rans- 
portation company. 

“The ‘buying and selling of 
tickets is not abolished; It only con- 
demned where the has not ‘au- 
thority from some One of the transporta- 
tion companies to act as its agent. It 
has happened tbefore that for the protec- 
tion of the people the law-making power 
has provided for an examination for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether appli- 
cants possessed suitable qualifications as 
to character, intelligence and financial 
responsibility :o fill certain positions of 
trust, or {6 engage in a business which 
might prove dangerous to the people in 
the hands of a person either incompetent 
or of bad character: but in no instance 
has it conferred a general and unlimited 
power of appointment upon a class of 
persons or corporations wholly uncon- 
nected with the state government. 

“This act simply turns over to the 
transportation companies the setection of 
those who are hereafter to be permiited 
to sell tickets. It imposes no restraints 
whatever upon ‘he appolnting power, 
nor upon the agents selected, other than 
that in the purchase of tickets he must 
confine himself to the properly author- 
ized agents of the transportation com- 
panies.

FEVER IS RAGING AT PANAMA.

Iron Steamer Goes Down on Big Fish 
Shoal Near Halifax. 


ASSYRIAN BOY IS DROWNED 


Seventy Passengers Shipwrecked on 
Coast and Finally Rescued. 
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STEAMER MOUNTED ROCKS SEVERAL FEET 


Not a Passerger Escaped with Bag- 
gage, Such Was the Necessity 
for Hasty Departure. 


Halifax, N. 8S., July 11.—The steamer 
Portia, which struck on Big Fish shoal, 
fifteen miles east of Halifax, last night, 
filled and sank during the night. 

The only victim of the wreck was a 
twelve-year-old Assyrian lad, known by 
the name of Belsha, who was traveling 
second class from New York to St. John’s, 
N. F., where his mother lives. 

The others on board the steamer, includ- 
ing seventy passengers and a crew of 
thirty-four officers and men, who were 
landed safely at Sambro island, were 
cared for there during the night and will 
be brought here today. 

The accident, which happened about 7 
o'clock p. m., and which is believed to 
have been due tv a dense fog which pre- 
vailed at the time, probably ends the ca- 
reer of the Portia, an iron vessel of 732 
tons, fifteen years oid. 

The locality in which she sunk is very 
dangerous and even before she went down 
it was apparent that she was badly dam- 
aged. It is considered probable, however, 
that an attempt will be made to reach 
parts of her cargo and the baggage of 
her passengers. 

The accounts of the wreck 
reached here last evening indicated that 
the passengers and crew escaped from the 
ship with comparative ease, but later re- 
ports show that the work was not ac- 
complished without considerable difficulty. 

The steamer had mounted the rocks 
with a shock that was felt in every part 
of her hull, and all on board knew imme- 
diately what had happened.

III. Changes of the Earth’s Surface 
and Animal Life.

Our earth is only less stable than the 
sea. Its crust or outer layers of rocks 
has from the earliest ages been repeated- 
ly crumpled, folded and either raised inio 
vast plateaus over certain regions or de- 
pressed in other areas, there forming the 
bottom of the oceans. At the outset it is 
probable that the sea covered :he whole 
globe, with here and there, especially in 
the northern hemisphere, islands destined 
to form the nuclei of the continents now 
rising above its surface. Since that early 
period there has been a constan: struggle 
between the terrestrial and oceanle pow- 
ers, but the land has steadily gained upon 
upon the sea. There have, however, local- 
ly been extensive and widespread _in- 
vasions of the land by the sea, though 
upon the whole the present great oceans 
have from the earliest times been con- 
fined to their present basins. In the shal- 
lower portions, however, along the great 
coast lines, tne changes of level have in- 
volved enormous extents of land and sea, 
the elevation of certain regions and the 
depression of others extending through 
‘housands of feet. 

It can therefore be well imagined what 
a profound influence these changes must 
have had on the animals living both on 
land and in the sea. Changes such as 
these in the physical geography of the 
globe were evidently the primary factors 
in the modification and evolution of life 
forms. 

Let us examine in some detail certain 
of the great geological changes and note 
the very probable effect they must have 
had on the origin not only of varieties 
and species, but even of families and 
orders, as well as classes of animals. It 
is well Known that the extinction of nu- 
merous imporrant types of life was with 
little doubt due to widespread geological 
changes, such as the gradua]! upheaval of 
mountain chains, the ice period and other 
Climatic changes due to elevations and 
Sinkings of land, afid why may not the 
origin of the new forms succeeding them 
have been due to the same changes? We 
Know tha: throughout geological history 
there have been progressive changes in 
the building up of the continents, and 
that througnout all time there has been 
a corresponding progressive development 
in life forms—a process of differentiation 
from the simple and generalized to the 
more complex or specialized, a gradual 
evolution from monad to man. 

Our knowledge is very limited as to 
what took place between the time when 
Our earth cooled down, assumed its pres- 
ent size and shape and became fitted for 
life, and the period known as the Cam- 
brian, when the principal types of ani- 
mals, with the exception of reptiles, 
birds and beasts, had appeared. Indeed, 
we know almost nothing at all definite 
about it. But it will be readily seen that 
this was the most important and produc- 
tive period in the life of our earth. 

During this immensely long pre-Cam- 
brian age, including the Laurentian and 
Algonkian periods of geologists, what ex- 
tent of jand there was, was subjected to 
the most radical and widespread changes. 
We know little of them, as their effects 
have only been studied in limited spots 
near Lake Superior and elsewhere, but 
‘there must have been repeated revolutions 
This is proved by the- highly contorted 
and dis:urbed Archean (Laurentian) 
rocks, granites and gneiss which have 
been observed at different points in North 
America, lying beneath the relatively less 
disturbed Algonkian series. 

At a later time between the pre-Cam- 
brian and Cambrian periods there was, 
according to Walcott, a grear uplift and 
folding of strata; the elevated plateau 
thus formed, with its mountain ranges, 
extending perhaps for thousands of miles 
over the then continent, was carved inio 
mountain peaks, wnile these were worn 
down by the rains, and the rivers cutting 
through them carried the debris into the 
sea. 

One might think tha: the earth in these 
primeval times was too much disturbed 
and unfitted for the existence of life. But 
that plants and animals did exist is sug- 
gested by the occurrence of beds of 
graphite, which is al:ered coal, by depos- 
its of iron and of marble in Algongian 
rocks, themselves stratified, forming beds 
of sandstone, conglomerate, limestone, 
etc. Moreover, the Algonkian (Huronian) 
strata besides containing abundant car- 
bon and also coal gas, graphite and rocks 
which will Durn, have yieided fragments 
of sponges, shells, trilobites, eic., which 
shows that in pre-Cambrian times not 
only protozoans and sponges, but also 
corals, shelled ‘worms (ingula), true 
worms and trilobites had gained a foot- 
hold in the seas of that time. In short, in 
the hazy, dim, remote ages Defore the 
Cambrian period the biological forces had 
gained the victory, and the seas and 
even perhaps the land masses of those 
times were tenanted by comparatively 
highly. organized life forms. Chaos and 
darkness had been succeeded by light 
and life, and the very changes and vicis- 
situdes which were destructive to certain 
forms unable 10 adapt themselves to such 
adverse conditions were provocative of 
forms and types better adapted to such 
new conditions of existence. 

And so it has been ever since those 
primeval ages, of which we really know 
so little. The earth’s crust has again 
and again over extensive regions been 
rent and torn, portions thrust up above 
the sea, others cast down, whole pla- 
teaus and mountain chains have been 
formed, only to be worn down and 
erased, the roots of the mountains and 
fragments of fossiliferous strata being 
left here and there to iell the tale of 
creation and destruction, of rejuvenation 
and of senescence. One of the grandest 
results of mocern geology is the history, 
‘now fairly well worked out, of the revo- 
lutions which have taken piace in our 
own continent. 

I: should be borne in mind that these 
great changes, widespread and profound 
as they were, extended through long 
ages. There were immensely iong periods 
of quiet preparation, during which there 
was a slow accumulation of beds at the 
ocean bottom, formed of materiai borne 
down to the sea by rivers rising in the 
highlands of the interior. These periods 
were succeeded by crises or periods of 
slow upheaval. Nature has taken her 
time for all this work. The length of 
time which elapsed between the period 
when our planet became fitted for the 
existence of the simplest plants and ani- 
mals and the Cambrian period of gzeoio- 
gists has ‘been estimated a: from 35,000,000 
to 40,000,000 years. 

It is probable that these changes went 
on more rap.dly than now, and that con- 
sequently the evolution of organic types 
was more rapidly accomplished and more 
thorough-going than in la:er times. 

Sir William Thompson, now Lord Cay- 
ley, insisted that “the world at a very 
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one can appreciate how profound 


early period was subjected to more rapid 
and violent changes in its physical condl- 
tions than those now occurring; and such 
changes would have tended to induce 
changes at a corresponding rate in the 
organisms which then existed."’ 

We now pass on to a much later period 
in geological history; that of the Appala- 
chian revolution, when the Appalachian 
mountains were formed, and there were 
corresponding changes’ throughout the 
globe. This was, from a biological point 
of view, the most notable event in the 
history of our earth, unless we except the 
appearance of man. In its effects on 
life, whether indirect or direct, it was of 
Vast significance; for contemporaneous 
with and as a consequence of this revolu- 
tion was the incoming of the new types 
of higher or terrestrial vertebrates—those 
with limbs and lungs, such as salamand- 
ers and the like, with reptiles, birds and 
beasts. 

Since the Appalachian ranges were up- 
heaved and carved by rivers into moun- 
tain peaks, at the close of what geologists 
call the paleozoic age, there have been 
great changes of level and physical geog- 
raphy over our Atlantic coast region. The 
mountain region was worn down to al- 
most a plain. with a broken surface like 
that of New England at present. Then 
the region was again upheaved and tilted 
up, and the rivers running more rapidly 
cut deep channels through the plateau, 
and mountains were thus formed. Several 
successive cycles of upheaval and wear- 
ing down have taken place from the 
close of :he paleozoic era to the present 
day. 

Now, all these changes in physical 
geography must have caused much varia- 
tion in animal life. At the time when 
reptiles, birds and beasts, or mammals, 
appeared, our Atlantic border presented 
different climatic zones; from tropical 
lowlands, with thelr vast swamps, to 
temperate uplands, stretching up, per- 
haps, :o Alpine summits, with possibly 
gziaciers of limited extent filling the up- 
per parts of the mountain valleys. New 
Zealand at the present day has a sub- 
tropical belt of tree ferns while the 
mountains towering above have near their 
summits fields ice and glaciers. In 
Mexico only about 20 degrees from the 
equator is the temperate plateau rising 
above the tropical belt, and farther up the 
sub-Aipine snowclad peaks of Popocate- 
petl and Orizaba. So in the Appalachians 
of the paleozoic age, the cryptogamous 
forests and their animal life may have 
been confined to the coastal plains and 
lowlands. while on the higher, cooler 
levels may have existed a different as- 
semblage of creatures, 

Afterwards these animals were wiped 
out of existence by subsequent changes, 
and new assemblages better adapted 'o 
the novel climatic and geographical con- 
ditions took their place. Besides’ the 
changes in the shape and contour of the 
land, the «tinction of certain forms 
was undoubtedly alded by the struggle 
for existence, or competition. Thus, dur- 
ing the age of reptiles these creatures 
dominated the earth and the sea. It took 
a long time for the birds and beasts, af'er 
certain lowiy forms appeared, to gain a 
foothold. Competition drove the bird type 
to live in the air, and the mammals bur- 
rowed in the earth, lived in trees or ran 
over plains less frequented by reptiles. 
A: least. in a way not yet understood, 
the reptiles in part died out and were re- 
placed- by the more intelligent types of 
birds and mammals. 

When we come to the ice period we 
readily see what a widespread influence 
a change of climate had on living beings. 
The extinctions and migrations which 
took place at the time man appeared are 
well known and filustrate in a way every 
and 
immediate geological changes have ‘deen 
in causing the origin of life forms.

BESIDE THE TRACK 


Dead Body Found Near the Central 
Reveals a Murder, 


HATCHET WOUNDS FOUND 


Negro Man’s Life Was Taken and 
Attempt To Hide Crime Made. 


CORONER HELD EXHAUSTIVE INQUEST 


Nothing by Which To Identify the 
Dead or Implicate the Slayer 
Can Be Secured.

Macon, Ga., July 11.—(Special.)—This 
morning at 3 o’clock an unknown negro 
man was found lying dead by the track 
of the Southern railroad, near Cenral 
City park. His head was lying against 
the bottom of the rail and his feet 
stretched out from the track. His head 
was not high enough to be struck by any 
passing train. 

When found the body was nearly cold, 
showing he had been dead some time. 
The coroner was notified and an inquest 
was held. Dr. Ward made an examina- 
tion of the body and found three severe 
cuts on the head, and also found where 
the top of the head has been crushed in. 
Dr. Ward gave it as his opinion that the 
cuts were inflicted by the blade of a 
hatchet, and that the skull had been 
crushed by the back of the  hatcn- 
et. Some blood had flowed from the 
wounds and a little of the brains oozed 
out. The coroner’s jury rendered a ver- 
dict that the negro had Leen killed with 
S e instrument in the hand of an un- 
known party. The body had evidently 
been placed near the track to cause the 
appearance that the negro had been 
killed by a train. Until the coroner’s in- 
quest the supposition was that the negro 
had in some way been killed by a train 
It is hard, however, to reason out a mo- 
tive for the murder of the negro. He 
was poorly dressed and there was noth- 
ing about him to indicate that he would 
have been murdered for money. It has 
been suggested that he may have been 
some laborer who had just been paid off 
and was Known to have money on his 
person. Others think he was a negro 
who came to Macon last evening on an 
excursion from Elberton and Athens. 
No whisky flask, money or letters were 
found about ‘him. He had in a pocket 
an unloaded pistol. In the top of 
woolen hat was a fresh cut or slit, which 
is thought to have been made by the 
blade of the hatchet with which he is 
supposed to have been killed. Coroner 
Hollis buried the body without the iden- 
tity of the negro being known. 

About a year ago the dead body of a 
negro was found within twenty feet of 
where the corpse was discovered this 
morning. lt was evident that he had 
been killed by a train. And about three 
weeks ago a negro was found near the 
same spot lying in an unconscious condi- 
tion, and severefy cut on the head and 
face. lt was at first supposed that he 
had been assaulted by some one, but it 
was afterwards ascertained that wile 
in a drunken condition he was sruck by 
a train and thrown come distance on the 
ground.

WAYS ABOUT RATES 


Hearing of Charleston Freight Case De- 
velops Duplicity. 


DISCRIMINATION IS ADMITTED 


Reduced Rates in West Said To Be 
Due to Heavy Competition. 


DISCRIMINATION FAVORS NORFOLK, VA, 


The Railroad Men Claim That Lines 
Would Lose with Increased 
Freight to Charleston. 


Washington, July 11.—The hearing of 
the Charleston rate case was continued 
before the interstate commerce com- 
mission today. The Charleston bureau 
called as witnesses William Campbell, 
general freight agent of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railway, and L. A. Em- 
erson, general freight agent of the South- 
ern railway, in charge of the Charleston 
route. The witnesses of the defendant 
carriers were H. W. B. Glover, of Rich- 
mond, traffic manager of the Seaboard 
Air-Line, and J. M. Culp, of Washington, 
traffic manager of the Southern railway. 

When Mr. Campbell was asked the at- 
titude of his road to the southern rate 
question, he replied that the business 
south of the Ohio was so small that it 
had not commanded much attention. He 
thought the rates as they stood were 
low enough and he did not see much use 
in reducing them. 

At this Mr. Bryan produced a letter 
written by Mr. Campbell,in March, 1898. 
to the Charleston bureau of freight and 
transportation, in which he character- 
ized the rates charged by the roads south 
of the Ohio as exorbitant and inimical 
to the business interests of the south. 
The letter said in part: 

“To my mind the information you ‘fur- 
nish points conclusively to the fact that 
the direct roads from this territory are 
losing business which should accrue to 
them. 

“As a matter of fact I believe you will 
agree with me that the rates charged 
south of the river as .a rule are exorpi- 
tant and act as a barrier to the inter- 
change of products between the west and 
south. Undoubtedly if the southern roads 
would open up and show the same 
spirit to productive industries as is 
shown by our road and the roads of the 
northwest, the spirit of industry would 
be stimulated and the southern roads in 
the end would be benefited. As I stated 
some months ago, I will favor the prop- 
osition of reduced rates to Charleston 
and run the risk of being charged with 
grossly discrimilating against interme- 
diate and interior points.” 

Campbell Signed in Ignorance. 

Mr. Campbell hastened to say that this 
letter conveyed a wrong impression; that 
he knew nothing about the rates south 
of the Ohio except through complaints 
that had been made to him through 
certain shippers. He did not know how 
he came to sign such a letter as the one 
produced by Mr. Bryan except in the 
press of signing a large mail at the end 
of a hard day’s work when he had not 
time to check the errors of his stenogra- 
pher. He said that he never heard of 
such a proposition as that advanced yes- 
terday by Mr. Fulton to pro rate the 
through tariff to southeast coast points 
and thus reduce the rates. As he under- 
stood the proposition, it had been to re- 
adjust the of profits between 
the roads north of the Ohio and those 
south of it, not to reduce the rates. 

Commissioner Clements examined the 
witness with asperity as to the 
difference between his oral testimony and 
his letter, but Mr. Campbell insisted that 
his only object had been to get, !f poss!i- 
larger share of the pro rated 
charges for his own road. 

General Freight Agent Emerson, of the 
Southern, was questioned by Commis- 
sioner Calhoun to find why his road 
moved grain for ocean freight from the 
west through Charleston at from 11 to 16 
cents and at the same time charged as 
high 32 cents on the same grain de- 
livered inland freight at Charleston. 
Mr. Emerson claimed that this foreign- 
bound grain was handled at an actual 
loss, but that the road used it as a lower 
hold cargo to help them make rates in 
loading cotton for export. 

Commissioner Prouty asked on 
what principle witness justified a 27-cent 
freight from Kansas City to Norfoik and 
charged 47 in the same class to Charles- 
ton. Witness said that the rate at Nor- 
folk probably had reduced the 
greater bulk of business and the compe- 
tition with the northern trunk lines. 

Mr. Bryan made the point that the 
Southern, running through both Norfolk 
and: Charleston, ought to able to 
quote rates on the same milage basis to 
each. 

Competition Lowers Rates. 

H. W. B. Glover, of the Seaboard Alir- 
Line, said that the all-rail rates from 
the west were fair enough because they 
were lower than any competing form of 
land transportation. In support of this 
he demonstrated at some length that 
freight hauled by wagon from Chicago 
to Charleston would cost at $12.59 
per hundred weight. This, he said, was 
a fair argument. He said that if rates 
to Charleston were lowered to the level 
of Norfol it probably would result in 
handling an increased tonnage at Charles- 
ton. but whether the railroads would 
benefit in revenue was problematic. Nat-

productiveness, he said, prevented rail- 
road rates in the south being as low 
as those on the big northern trunk lines. 

Questions by Mr. Bryan developed that 
the Seaboard carried south into the Caro- 
linas from Norfolk a large amount of 
grain and packing house products. 

In case, through a lowering of rates, 
this freight was brought into Charleston 
direct, the Seaboard would get a very 
short haul or none at all on the inland 
distribution of this freight, ‘and yet 
you say,’ continued Mr. Bryan, “that 
your road has no interest in Norfolk.”’ 

“I repeat that we have no interest in 
Norfolk per se,”” returned Mr. Glover. 
“Our interest is to build up the commu- 
nity with which we do business.”’ 

Mr. Glover said that he would not con- 
sent to a traffic arrangement with the 
Clyde line through Charleston because 
his road could not handle ocean freight 
brought in there as profitably as they 
could through Norfolk. 

Mr. Culp, of the Southern, followed, 
making about the same points as Mr. 
azlover against a lowering of the Charles- 
ton rates. 


STEPS TO HER DEATH IN DARE. 


Aged Mrs. Brodie Dies from Injuries 
Received in a Fall. 

Augusta, Ga., July 11.—(Special.)—Mrs. 
A. E. Brodie, mother of William M. Bro- 
die, a popular member of the Richmond 
Hussars, met a tragic death tonight. 
She was sixty-eight years old and lived 
with her son about four miles from 
the city on the Milledgeville road. 

Tonight about 8 o’clock she acclident- 
ally walked off the back piazza in the 
dark and fell about fuur feet into the 
yard, sustaining a shock and internal 
injuries from which she died in about an 
hour.

Augusta Woman Brings Suit for 
Damages Against Goldberg.

Marrying Divorced People. 

& case has just come to light in Ann 
Arbor, Mich., where the entire clerical 
profession ef that city refused te 
marry a man and woman when it was 
discovered that the latter had been 
divorced. The couple first applied to 
the Methodist minister, then the ‘Bap- 
tist ang so on through the remainder 
of the denominations, with the result 
that they were compelled to leave Ann 
Arbor in order to secure a validation 
of their marriage license. It transpires 
that all the ministers of the commu- 
nity had previously held a conference, 
and agreed not to perform a ceremony 
wherein a divorced person Was a party 
unless he or she were the unoffending 
individual, and had been divorced for 
scriptural causes. . 

Were such methods as these univer- 
sally adopted and practiced, much of 
this prevalent evil could be remedied. It 
is useless to expatiate on the inherent 
evils of the widespread misery caused 
by the divoree eraze. Too many edi- 
torials have been written and sermons 
preached against this abuse to demand 
additional denunciation. The position 
of press and pulpit is almost identical, 
but the oft-repeated thunder of neither 
has served to mitigate the national 
offense in the slightest degree. The 
only office that either public servant 
can perform is to call attention to 
every form of possible cure in this 
matter. and to urge an encouragement 
of the righteous efforts which a few 
conscientious men are bold enough to 
inaugurate. 

Such a procedure as that adopted by 
the Ann Arbor ministers is eminently 
wise. and [f universally adopted, cal- 
culated to reduce the virulence of the 
moral disease. When people fond of 
frequenting the divorce courts discover 
that they will not be lent easy assist- 
ance in re-entering the nuptial bonds, 
they will be a trifle more cautious 
about their reckless severance.

Shifting the Blame. 

One of the weakest points of the 
human character is its tendency to 
shift the blame for a guilty action to 
another and generally innocent party. 
Nations are not exempt from this of- 
fense. In fact, a favorite method of 
escaping the censure which the deeds 
of an entire government would bring 
on its head is to rebuke some special 
official for the action, and depriving 
him of his position. pose as a model 
of virtue and refined justice. 

Such seems to be the intention of the 
French authorities in the Dreyfus case. 
This theory is supported by the news 
dispatch which tells of the removal of 
M. Deniel, governor of the Isle du 
Diable, and the appointment of a new 
official. It is charged that M. Deniel 
is responsible for the persistence with 
which Dreyfus was persecuted, in order 
to extort a confession of his guilt, and 
the French government recognizes the 
culpability of its agent, and at this late 
date when his services as a refined tor- 
turer are no longer in demand, pro- 
ceeds to administer a public reprimand 
for his brutal conduct. Such proced- 
ure as this is laughable, and it is grat- 
ifving to note that the press attaches 
little credence to the sincerity of the 
motive which impels this deed. 

The French government seems to 
have made up its mind that it is deal- 
ing with children, from the manner in 
which it is going about this matter. 
It is charged that M. Deniel uselessly 
and cruelly mistreated the state’s pris- 
oner committed to his custody. Does 
any reasonable man, familiar with the 
methods of governments in such im- 
portant affairs as this one, believe for 
one moment that the governor of this 
insignificant territory, himself a small 
personage, would*have dared to go to 
such lengths as are charged against him 
without the authority of the home gov- 
ernment? Would not such a course be 
a rank usurpation of power which 
would have subjected the offender to 
punishment for malfeasance and even 
high treason? No nation in the world, 
however despotic, leaves the method 
of punishment of a prisoner to his 
jailer. How then, in a case of such 
gravity as this, would a man like 
Dreyfus be turned over to the tender 
mercies of a colonial governor without 
comprehensive instructions as to his 
treatment? 

It ig only necessary to elance back 
over the recent trend of events in the 
Dreyfus scandal to satisfy one’s self 
that the harrowing measures taken 
with the exiled Jew were at the insti- 
gation of properly constituteq author- 
ities. Who does not recall how bit- 
terly the case was prosecuted, how ve- 
hement were the accusations against 
this man, and how rank and shameless 
the rejoicing of his enemies when con- 
viction was manufactured for him? 
Who can look at the late exposure of 
the fraud practiced in securing his 
conviction, and then have the hardi- 
hood to assert that the men who engi- 
neered this deal were not the same 
who ordered the further humiliation 
and persecution of their victim on the 
lonely isle to which he was confined? 

Fr \] as transparent as daylight. 
A ie t of officials have succeeded to 
powe , and either ashamed of the acts 
of the'~ predecessors or fearful of their 
effects on the public mind, have re- 
solved to see belated justice done. 


They cannot afford to admit cognizance 


of the barbarous treatment accorded 


Dreyfus, because they were themselves 
in a measure involved. All they can 
do ig to admit that a mistake has been 
made, that a petty official overesti- 
mated his authority and to publicly re- 
buke that man. 

All very well and very shrewd. But 
it reveals the desperate straight to 
which a nation is given to hide Its 
faults, and it furnishes an interesting 
illustration of the common dislike to 
accept blame for sins of omission or 
commission. The most hopeful view 
that can be taken of the entire affair 
is that the scandal will act as a pur- 
gative, which will rid the nation of 
that which blocks her progress and 
stains her purity, and let her stand 
forth once more before the world, in 
that place to which her greatness 
really entitles her.

One Phase of Negro Prejudice. 

Our readers will remember that, in 
discussing the interminable race ,jues- 
tion some time ago, The Constitution 
suggested that one of the typical out- 
croppings—small and yet significant— 
was the fact that a certain class uf 
negroes, and that the best educated 
and therefore the most influential, had 
somehow conceived the idea that po- 
litenesg and courtesy are the marks of 
toadyism, the outcroppings of sye- 
ophancy. 

We have before us a curious con- 
firmation of The Constitution’s state- 
ment in the shape of a contrib:ution 
from T. Thomas Fortune, to The Inde- 
pendent. Fortune is a negro who has 
a pretty good education, and can write 
well. He has an equipment with which 
he could do his race in the south a last- 
ing service; but he lives in New York 
out of touch with the southern negroes, 
and he therefore prefers to deepen the 
prejudices the negroes have already 
imbibed; and so, in the paper he edits 
and in the periodicals for which “he 
writes, he gives emphasis to those 
very tendencies which make for bad 
feeling and misunderstanding. The 
trouble is, not that lortune is a man 
of great influence, but that he repre- 
sents the very element which, in the 
south, is constantly adding to the 
sources of trouble and confusion. 

Fortune in New York, and through 
the columns of The Independent in- 
forms those of his race who read that 
a negro who commends himself to the 
good opinion of the white people are 
“born sneaks.” In slavery days they 
were “spies,”’ and in these days they 
lack “courage and self-respect.” They 
are of ‘‘the baser sort,” “vile, cringing 
and spineless.”” Politeness and affa- 
bility are, in a negro, merely “abject 
obsequiousness.”” ‘This is the mes- 
sage that an educated negro has for 
those of his race in the south who, by 
such means as lie in their power, win 
the good will and the respect of their 
white neighbors. Though the negro 
may employ the very same means 
which are employed by white men to 
attract favorable attention, yet they 
are to be characterized as vile and 
cringing wretches if they succeed, If 
a southern white man says that a ne- 
gro is a good negro, this negro must 
at once consider himself to be an ob- 
ject of suspicion and hatred on the 
part of the educated men and women 
of his race! 

Such, in effect, is the declaration of 
T. Thomas Fortune, negro editor, of 
New York. And he speaks for the 
whole breed of negro politicians who 
stand with their feet in the mire of a 
deep and ever-deepening prejudice. 
This view naturally has a most tre- 
mendous influence on negroes who, 
though they feel that the only way to 
success is to secure and maintain the 
respect and confidence of their neigh- 
bors, are sure, if they win the good 
will of the whites, that thereafter they 
are marked and tagged with all the 
epithets by which meanness is de- 
seribed. 

Does the editor of The Independent 
think that this is a very promising 
state of affairs?

WORRIED THE JUDGE 


When Judge John Erskine held his 
first court in Gavannah, shortly after 
the war, he went through some unpleas- 
ant experiences, 

At that time our people were in an 
ugly mood, y resented the inter- 
fererce of the federal government in 
their local affairs, and every United 
States judge was regarded as unfriendly 
to them. 

This was very unjust to Erskine, who 
was one of the fairest and most consid- 
erate of men, and an ideal judge, but in 
those feverish days people jumped to 
hasty conclusions, and were largely 
controlled by sectional and partisan prej- 
udice. 

lt was necessary, of course, to re- 
establish the United States court in 
Georgia, and President Johnson natural- 
ly felt it his duty to appoint a good law- 
yer, whose loyalty was beyond question, 
to the judgeship. 

Fortunately, he selected Erskine, and 
throughout his long and honored career 
the judge upheld the majesty of the law, 
tempered justice with merey, and man- 
aged to do his duty and at the same time 
prove himself a wise and helpful friend 
to those around him. 

At first, however, there was bitter op- 
position to the judge. . 

He was a foreigner—a native of Ire- 
land, 

He had always been a union man in 
sentiment. 

He had

That night General Toombs accidental- 
ly met Judge William Dougherty at one 
of the hotels. 

These two great lawyers had a pleas- 
ant chat, and finally the general asked 
Dougherty to accompany him to Ers- 
kine’s room. 

He was apparently in a good humor 
and his friend consented to go with him 
without dreaming of t&®e scene which 
was to follow. 

Toombs was outwardly calm, but his 
subsequent conduct showed that he was 
ready to boil over with rage. 

When admitted*to Judge Erskine’s 
room, the visitors were courteously re- 
ceived and invited to be seated, but 
Toombs immediately began a tirade of 
furious abuse, directed against the new 
judge. 

In the haughtiest and most imperious 
manner the general claimed the right to 
practice im the federal court in spite of 
the acts of congress.

Chickens Are Animals. 

“ditor Constitution—Replying to the 
inquiry as stated in The Constitution 
recently, namely, “Can fowls be classed 
as animals?’ I bee leave to submit the 
following facts in behalf of the affirma- 
tive. 

No one can successfully deny the fact 
that chickens, ducks, geese, ete., are 
matter. The very hypothesis of the arti- 
cle to which I am now replying admits 
Only of living things. Now the sciences 
dealing with living matter or things are 
biological, and biology, for general pur- 
poses, is divided into (1) zoology, the 
sclence which deals with animal life, 
and (2) botany, that which treats of 
plant life. In short, biology is the all- 
inclusive term: everything might be 
treated under this head every living 
thing must either be a plant or an ani- 
mal. Then, if every living organism 
must be either a plant or an animal, 
the only question to settle ts to ascertain 
whether or not fowls are plants or anl- 
mals. It is true that plants and animals 
have many common characteristics. Ani- 
mais are born, they move about, they 
reproduce, they grow old and die. The 
Same things are largely true of plants. 
In fact, the life cycle of some organisms 
is so mixed that naturalists are vent 
to Know whether those organisms are 
plants or whether they are animals. }ut 
while this may be true of an organism 
like the amoeba, it does not hold vhen 
applied to chickens, etc. 

Dr.*Dana siates that an animal {ts a 
living being, sustained by nutriment taken 
into an internal cavity or stomach, 
through an opening called the mouth. 
It is capable of perceiving the existence 
of other objects, .hrough one or moce 
senses. It has (except in some of the 
lowest species) a head, which is the 
seat of the power of voluntary motion, 
and which contains the mouth. It is 
fundamentally a fore and aft structure, 
the head being the anterior extremity, 
and it is typically forward moving. In 
the processes of respiration and growth 
it gives out carbonic acid gas, and uses 
oxygen. 

A plant ts a living being sustained ty 
nutriment taken up externaily by leaves 
and reots. It ‘s ‘neapable of perception, 
having no senses. It has no head, no 
power of voluntary mection, no mouth. 
It is fundamentally an up-and-down 
structure, and with few exceptions fixed. 
In the process of growth is gives out 
oxygen and uses carbonic acid gas. 

Furthermore, the very structure cf 
fowls, having as :hey generally hav2 a 
stomach, and an arrangement for 
ing off refuse material, a system of ves- 
sels for carrying blood throughout the 
body: a heart or forcing pump; a means 
of respiration, as by lungs or gills: mus- 
cles or contractile fibers; a brain or head 
mass of nervous matter. piaces them in 
the animal kingdom and exciudes them 
absolutely from the plant worid. With 
respect to plan of structure, fowls belong 
to the vertebrate group, having (41s in 
man, quadrupeds, reptiles and fishes) an 
internal jointed skeletcn of which the 
backbone is called the vertebral column, 
and each of its joints a vertebra. 

To sum up, I aver that fowls are mat- 
ter: that all living matter is either a 
plant or an animal; that fowls such as 
geese, chickens, ducks, etc., fill all the 
requirements of animals; that they are, 
therefore, animals, as they do not r.eet 
the requis.tes of plants; that they beiocng, 
furthermore, to the vertebra group. 

If I have successfully established <hese 
facts then the fowls of Atlanta belong 
under the protective wing of that law 
which relates to crueity to animals.

Augustin Daly’s Bible. 

Since the death of Augustin Daly some 
references have been made to his re- 
markable exnanded copy of the Bible, but 
no account has been given—indeed it 
would be scarcely possible to give one— 
to show what a wonderful work it really 
is. The account which is here given is 
furnished by Henry Blackwell to The 
‘New York Tribune, who mounted all the 
pages, arranged the plates and bound the 
volumes, ; 

Mr. Daly spent many years in collecting 
the plates wnich were to accompany, Or, 
rather, were chiefly to make up the work. 
He then turned them gver to "Mr. Black- 
‘well to be arranged and bound. It was 
a tremendous piece of work, and while 
Mr. Blackwell was about it Mr. Daly 
frequently sent him more plates, while 
the binder collected a considerable num- 
ber himself. There were in the end about 
8,000 plates, and in assorting and arrang- 
Ing these Mr. Blackwell declares he spent 
no less than 1,800 hours before a begin- 
ning could be made with the actual bind- 
ing. This took all of his spare time for 
two years. 

In the course of his work he read the 
whole of the Bible through four times, 
and he thinks that when he got through 
he could have passed a good examination 
in theology. He arranged the plates Dy 
subjectq and when he found so many 
of a single subject that he did not care 
to place them all together he scattered 
some of them about, placing them at pas- 
sages containing more or less direct ref- 
erences to the subjects. 

The next care was the text. The Doual 
version was used, and the edition was 
one printed in Dublin something over 100 
years ago. swo copies were used, he- 
cause every page had to be mounted by 
itself on special paper, so that one side of 
each leaf was iost. Some of the pages 
were much soiled. In order to get them 
all cleaned, and uniformly so, Mr. Black- 
well took the books all to pieces and 
boiled the pages, just as a washerwoman 
would boil clothes. Then he hung them 
on the clothes line in the back yard and 
sat smoking his pipe and watching them 
while they dried, the other members of 
his family and neighbors being all the 
time filled ‘with due horror at such treat- 
ment of a valuable book. 

But the pages came through the process 
sound and clean, and then came the work 
of mounting them, and finally of binding. 
They were bound into forty-two volumes, 
in half white levant, with vellum sides. 
Sometimes there is a considerable 
amount of text in a volume and some- 
times there is extremely little, according 
to how many plates have to accompany 


jt. The gospel of Matthew, for instance, 


takes three or four volumes, and the 
Lord's Prayer alone takes a whole vol- 
ume. This volume, of course, contains 
only one leaf of the regular texteof the 
book, but it also contains the prayer in 
1” languages, besides the many plates. 

Each of the volumes has a title page 
with a water color drawing by Eugene 
Grizav. Mr. Blackwel] estimates that the 
whole work must have cost Mr. ‘Daly not 
less than $25,000. 


Generous Russell Sage. 

Russell Sage has contributed $1 (one 
dollar) to a fund being raised by the citi- 
zens of Durhamville, N. Y., for the im- 
provement of the old cemetery at that 
place.

Policemen’s Widows Are Sensible. 


Only 1 per cent of the widows of Chi- 
cago policemen who are left with a pen- 
sion ever marry again. Of 200 women 
who have received pensions during the 
past twenty-two years, only two took a 
second trip on the matrimonial sea, and 
both of them married policemen. At 
present there are 150 women on the pen- 
sion list whose husbands either died or 
were killed in the service. This list will 
soon be increased on acéount of an act 
passed by the last legislature which pro- 
vides a pension for a policeman’'s widow, 
no matter whether he was in active ser- 
vice or not, so long as she remains un- 
married. Heretofore the law has been 
that if a retired policeman, drawing a 
pension should die, his pension died 
with him. All that his widow received 
from the police department was $2,000 life 
insurance from the Benevolent Associa- 
tion. But the pension law recently en- 
acted makes her eligible for her hus- 
band’s pension, the smallest sum being 
$500 a year. The amount of a widow's 
pension depends upon the rank her hus- 
band held in the department. A patrol- 
man’s widow receives $500 a year, one- 
half his salary; a sergeant’s widow $600 
a year, a leutenant’s widow $750 a vear, 
and so on. Mrs. Welter, widow of Colo- 
nel Welter, who a few years ago was 
drill master of the department, with the 
rank of inspector, draws the largest pen- 
sion of any woman on the Hst. She re- 
ceives $1,500 a year. This is perhaps the 
largest pension received by any widow 
of Illinois. Next to Mrs. Welter comes 
the widow of Inspector Michael J. 
Schaack, whose annual pension is $1,400. 
The oldest pensioner on the HMst is Mrs. 
Nellie T. Mackey, who has been a widow 
nearly twenty years. Policemen’s wid- 
ows, it is said, have many opportunities 
to marry again, because in most cases 
they are left in fairly good circum- 
stances and are sought by bachelors or 
widowers who have an eye to money mat- 
ters when casting about for a mate. But 
from an examination of the pension rec- 
ords one is forced to believe that a po- 
liceman's widow thinks $000 a year is bet- 
ter than a husband. 


Left a Fortune in Gold Dust. 

William Sutton, supposed to be from 
Chicago, died of exposure at Dawson 
City about two months ago, leaving a 
large fortune in gold dust and a rich 
claim, but no direct clew toany heirs. The 
state department, which has received no- 
tice of his demise, and is seeking to dis- 
cover his relatives, hesitates to give out 
the value of his estate for fear of invok- 
ing a horde of spurious’ claimants. 
Friends of the dead man heard him speak 
of Chicago as if he had lived in that city 
before going to the Klondike.

It was writ- 
ten from Anoka, Minn., but mot dated, 
and was signed “Helena.”

HE recruiting station at Fort Me- |

While as yet the recruiting office has 
not been besieged by men desiring to 
break into the Philippines ta the volun- 
teer service, it is belleved that in a few 
days, when it has become generally 
known that the work of recruiting has 
begun in earnest, many more will apply. 
Letters and even telegrams have been re- 
ceived at the post during the past week 
from men in many of the states included 
in the department of the gulf, asking 
for information on the subject; it is es- 
timated that fully 150 of these inquiries 
have been received. 

A considerable number of the appplica- 
tions which have been made, both by 
letter and in person, have been for offi- 
cers’ places, and these applicants, when 
informed that only privates were wanted, 
have ceased to be violently interested in 
the enlistment.

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NEGRO INDUSTRIAL WORK 


Profressors B. L. Glenn and R. R. 
Wright Were Here Yesterday.

MUCH WORK DONE PAST YEAR 


Both Negro Educators Spoke Encour- 
agingly of the Outlook of the 
Race—Pref. Glenn Talks. 


Rev. B. L. Glenn, president of the Mc- 
Clelland Normal and Industrial sehool, 
and President R. R. Wright, of the State 
Industrial college, were in the city jes- 
terday. Professor Wright was iiere to 
confer with State School Commissi:ner 
Gienn with regard to the Peabody insti- 
tute. 

Both of the colored educators spcke 
well of their work and of the outlook 
for the negroes of the south along an 
industrial iine. Much work has been ac- 
complished by them during the past year. 

Rev. B. L. Gienn’s industrial school for 
negroes is at Newnan, Ga. He nopes to 
make extensive: improvements in tne in- 
Ssiitution and to develop it on the lines 
of Booker T. Washington’s institute, 
though of course on a much ryaore mod- 
erate scale. 

“[T have about one hundred and twenty- 
five pupiis,’’ said he, “‘and have received 
the hearty encouragement and vcurport 
of the white people of our cominuliitly, 
and they are doing everything they can 
to make the school a success, and appre- 
ciate, as ] do, the importance of the tn- 
dustrial education of the negro. 

“Il established the school a ‘ew jears 
ago on a modest scale and have Leen 
gradually improving it ever since. J] ex- 
pect this fall to erect a new pbuilding, 
and am now working to that end. I un- 
hesitatingly refer to the white people in 
and around Newnan as to the good being 
accomplished by this school and as to 
the character of those who are in charge 
of it. 

“There are no better people in the 
world than those around Newnan, und 
there is not a negro or white man iiving 

the top side of the earth weve cunnot 

along with them if he behaves him- 
self. Conservative, law-abiding negrves 
are just as safe in Newnan as are Whiie 
people of the same character. Naturally, 
the lawbreakers of either race do not 
have an easy time. I think the future 
prosperity of the negro depends cliiefly 
upon his development along industrial 
lines, and I am doing what I can to that 
end and ask the co-operation of the best 
White people of the state.” 

Professor Wright stated that the col- 
ored state college is in the most pros- 
perous condition. There is no colored 
school in the state where a colored Ley 
or girl can for so small amount get such 
thorough training in the industries as at 
the colored state school. 

The boys are taught shoemaking, ta'l- 
oring, painting, carpentry, blacksmithing, 
wheelwrighting and bricklaying, and also 
mechanical and architectural drawing. 
The girls are taught cooking and sewing. 
Last year the school enrolled 236 stu- 
dents, 

Captain Evan P. Howell made at the 
colored college’s June commencement 
one of the most notable speeches that 
the colored people ever heard a south- 
erner make. 

Judge W.R. Hammond, of this city, Is 
one of the trustees of this school and 
speeks in the highest terms of Professor 
Wright’s work. 

Commissioner Glenn says the school is 
@ great institution for the colored people 
of the state. The state college owns at 
present over eighty acres of iand. Fifty 
acres of this constitute the college :urm, 
where a number of boys are instructed in 
Ulling the soil. The uninformed who 
Visited the college this year were sur- 
prised at the good work which is being 
done by this college. The chairman cf 
of the commission is Colonel P. W. Me'- 
drim, who takes a deep personal interest 
in the work. 

Chancellor Boggs inaugurated the school 
and has kept a close watch over it for 
the past six vears. This school is cer- 
tainly a worthy institution and is wel 
and successfully conducted.

Mayor Woodward, City Attorney 
and Chief of Police Manly 
the question of street preaching 
yesterday morning in the office of Mayor 
Woodward, Rev. A. R. Holderby, 
D.D., pastor of the Moore Memorial 
church, was also present at the meeting, 
but was there merely as a spectator and 
took no part in the meeting. 

The discussion was practically along 
the line that pursued at the 
meeting of the board of police commis- 
sioners last Monday night. All members 
of the committee agreed that a consider- 
able portion of the street preaching now 
cone in Atlanta is a nuisance. 

The idea, however, is not to entirely 
stop preaching on the streets. Those 
preachers who represent some denomina- 
tion or who have principies to advocate 
Which are not in violation of any ordl- 
nance or law will be allowed to speak. 
They will, however, be assigned to partic- 
ular points in the city and they cannot 
change thelr location without permis- 
sion. 

A permit will probably be given them. 
This will .be issued by the mayor and 
will be signed also by the chief of police. 
A record will be kept of all permits is- 
sued and the street preachers will be in- 
structed to have their permits with them 
when they preach. These permits must 
be shown to policemen upon demand, just 
as peddlers must show their licenses. 

The members of the committee volun- 
tarily told Dr. Holderby that it was not 
the intention of either the police board 
or the committee to stop him from 
preaching on the street. The members of 
the committee expressed high regard for 
Dr. Holderby, and assured him that it 
was only preachers who represent noth- 
ing and attack everything that would 
be stopped. 

Mayor Woodward was of the opinion 
that there already existed a law regu- 
lating street preaching. He cited the or- 
dinance regulating street meetings, but 
Judge Anderson announced that he 
thought that particusar ordinance was 
intended to restrict political meetings on 
the streets. 

The city attorney was then instructed 
to draft an ordinance embracing the 
ideas already expressed. This ordinance 
will be presented to council at its next 
meeting by the ordinance coinmittee and 
it is believed that it will be adopted. 


Major Parker Writes a Card. 


The action of the board of police com- 
missioners ‘in requesting council to re- 
strict the street preaching in Atlanta and 
the action of the committee appointed by 
the board, which instructed City Attor- 
ney Anderson to draft an ordinance Ccov- 
ering the case, has aroused interest in 
Salvation Army circles. 

Major Parker, who is in charge of this 
division of the army, has written his 
views upon the proposed restriction, it 
fo#ows: 

“To The Constitution—I am loath to ap- 
pear ig. print, yet since the question of 
open air meetings, with which our organ- 
ization is so intimately connected, was 
discussed in the columns of your paper 
yesterday, it would be well for me to staie 
the Saivation Army’s position in this mat-

“This organization is international, now 
preaching in forty-two countries and colo- 
nies of the world. It is unsectarian, but 
friendiy to and wishes every church and 
organization well that is trying to better 
the eondition of mankind. Ilts mission 
is especially to the unchurched and poor, 
a large majority of whom it is impossible 
to reach except by long tried and success- 
ful methods, one of the most successful 
being open air meetings. 

‘In holding these meetings our purpose 
is not to interfere with traftic, business or 
any religious organization, but simply tv 
help those to whom we find we must g§0 
if we would reach them, It is also farth- 
est from our desire to come in conflict 
with the authorities, but instead we wisn 
.» be a help to them, as we are said to 
have been in many large cities. Spurgeon 
says that 8,000 policemen could not take 
the place of the Salvation Army in the 
suppression of crime and wickedness in 
the city of London. Having been engaged 
in street preaching for thirty-four years, 
this organization has found it necessarv 
to adopt regulations governing our people 
for it is well known that many of them 
are recruited from classes that would re- 
quire such directions. These regulations 
prohibit the playing of instruments or, 
singing past any church during divine 
service. They also prohibit personalities 
or scol¢} ng or anything of that kind. So 
that whatever may have been sald on 
the streets by our people contrary to

Tax Collector Stewart was enjoined by 
the attorneys for the building and loan 
associations which have been levied upon 
for back taxes from enforcing the col- 
lection of the taxes by Judge W. B. Butt, 
of Columbus. The companies which en- 
joined the tax collector are the Atlanta 
National and Southern Home Building 
and Loan associations. From the former 
the county claims $11,110.06 and from the 
latter $16,403.17. 

The hearing was set to come before 
Judge Lumpkin on September 9th at 10 
o'clock a. m.

“TAKE NOTICE.—Not being able to 
secure a sufficient number of good op- 
eratives to make the night run a suc- 
cess, we have decided to close down the 
night after July 15th, at midnight. Those 
occupying our houses, unable to secure 
other employment before July 15th, we 
will waive our usual rule of demanding 
the houses, allowing such people an ad- 
ditional week to look elsewhere for em-

WARRANT FOR BICYCLE MAN | 


W. D. Alexander Charged with a 
Misdemeanor. 


HE MAKES AN EXPLANATION 


Claimed That He Does Not Pay State 
Tax—Case Will Be Heard on 
Friday Afternoon. 


A warrant has been served on W. D. 
Alexander, the bicycle dealer, charging 
him with selling bicycles without paying 
the $100 tax required by the state law. 

The warrant was sworn out by Gus Cas- 
tles, and it is said he is backed in the 
prosecution by other bicycle dealers in 
the city. 

It is claimed by the prosecution that 
Alexander has sold wheels known as the 
“Famous” with the plate removed and 
that of the ‘‘Alexander Special’ substi- 
tuted. 

The state law requires a tax of $1” 
from every manufacturer of bicycles do- 
ing business in the state. Alexander 
pays two taxes—one for selling the “Al- 
exander Special’’ and the other for sell- 
ing a wheel for which he is agent. 

Alexander, when seen by a reporter of 
The Constitution last night, made the 
following statement: 

“I pay two state taxes and I believe 
I am the only local dealer who pays any 
tax himself. I pay a tax of $100 for sell- 
ing a wheel under my own name, and 
I buy what is called ‘stripped’ wheels 
and put them together in Atlanta. That 
makes the ‘Alexander Special.’ These 
stripped wheels come from the manu- 
factory of the ‘Famous’ bicycle. I have 
recently bought wheels and they were 
put together in my shop and sold as the 
‘Alexander Special,’ and I have a perfect 
right to do this, for all the so-called 
locally manufactured wheels are stripped 
wheels bought just as I do mine. I have 
no fear as to the the

cause I am selling so many good whcels 
cheaper than they can put theirs on 
the market.”
